The Caswell Bulls who brought an undefeated record to Raleigh scored in the fifth inning on 
a walk, a single by Thomas Bowe and a Ligon error. After that Wilder shut the door on the 
next six men facing him until the game was called to save Caswell further embarrassment. 


The 1963 team at press time seems to be well on the way to another championship. The 
Blues have played the following teams: Smithfield, Garner, Goldsboro, Rocky Mount, Apex, Wake 
Forest losing only one game to Rocky Mount.
